fo its cold embrace, Thore wana frightful 
panic but fortunately moat of the inhabit. 
ants had proviously been driven out of their 
homes by the flood, and had taken refuge 
on higherground. Tho inhubltants of the 
valley wera not so fortunate, however. 
Many men, women and children’ were 

tried-in tho roging torrents towards the 
fiver, The accumulation of carabso, horses 
and debris added to the danger and these 
peoplo wero practically cut off. However 
an slarm was sont in to Manila and every 
available policeman’ was turned out ind 
rushed th the scene, With ‘life Ines 
and other apparatus they rushed to 
their mission of rescue. "Many lives 
were saved, Helpless natives cling, 
ing to their floating homes and 
others struggling in tho ‘watera were 
dragged to safety on the heights.

‘THE REVISED ORDINANCES.

Atthe end of Decomber, 1900, Ordinance 
No. 36 of 1000, entitled ‘An Ordinance to 
mako provision for the Preparation .and 
Publication of a Now and Revised Edition 
of the Btatute Laws of the Colony,’ was 
|. passed, and Sit John Worrell Carrington, 
O.M.G., was appointed comuiisioner to 
undertako the’ task which, in spite of il 
health (causing his rotiroment from office), 
and many difficulties, be has ao successfully 
accomplished. Section 10 of the Ordin- 
ance provided that, on the completion of 
the: printing. and. binding of tho. copics 
tho Seal of tho Colony was ta be improssed 
on tho title page of cach copy, thon 
the now Edition was tu be laid bofore 
the Legislative Council for epproval, 
Such approval, when given, was to noti- 
tied by Proclamation in the Gazette Alt 
this has heen now done (see tho Gazette 
Extraordinary on July 20th, 1904), and, 
therefore, section eleven of the Ordinance 
now has full effect. That section is as fol- 
lows : —"" From and after the date of euch 
Vroclamation the now edition shall be 
deumed to bo, and shall be, witheut any 
question, in ull Courty of Susticn.and for 
alt other purposes whatsoorer, the sole and 
only Statute Book of this Colony up to the 
date of. the latest of the Ordinances cun- 
(ined therein: Provided that nothing 
in this section shall affect the operation ot 
aoy Ordinance which may be passed before 
such approval by the Legislative Council, 
for tho repent, alteration or amendment of 
uny earlier Ordinance after such Or- 
dinance has boon already printed in 
the now edition.” Of course, in somo 
instance, thy number of an Ordinance 
has had to ba altered: but the excel- 
lent tables of reference contained in the 
third volume show at aglanco what hus 
Deentne of each Ordinaice in the edition of 
the Ordinances hitherto in ure, and where 
and undor what nutnber it to be found 
in the New Edition, So far ax T can jadgo 
in the short time J havo had. J may say 
that the Index sppeara to be an adiinble 
one. 1 csn recollect the former edition in 
four volumes being brought out in 1890 and 
1891, and thy ¢: neise edition in two volumes 
in 1891 and 142, both compiled by Mr A.
